A SOUND WARNING 


H on. w. a. mckEnzie. minister of 

Mines and Labor in ihe Tolmie Government, 
has taken the proper course in warning men from 
the Prairie Provinces not to come to British Columbia 
lor the Winter months unless they either have se¬ 
cured employment or have sufficient funds to sustain 
them until they find work. 

Each year British Columbia sends a number of 
man lo tbe harvest fields and the majority of these 
return to this province. Some of them find work 
fairly readily while others become more or less a 
public charge. It is true that British Columbia is 
prosperous, but when certain work is suspended for 
the Winter months there always is some unemploy¬ 
ment. An influx of workers who bail from Eastern 
Canada or from abroad obviously would seriously 
aggravate the normal condition of the labor market. 

Incidentally, it is pertinent to reflect at this 
stage upon the situation British Columbia would be 
facing now if Ottawa had permitted thousands of 
immigrants to come lo Canada from abroad, whether 
they would make suitable settlers or not. We woujd 
have had troublesome tunes this Winter.
